2 I had gathered and collected ( gentle Rea- 
der ) certaine medicines kom for to helpe cattell 
and to governe them, I conſidered what benefit,and pro- 
fit it might be to my (ountrey and Common-wealih, eſ- 
pecially unto the Husbandmen, and ſuch as have the go- 
vernment of Oxen, Horſes,Sheepe,and ſuch other Cattel, 
For oft times for want of knowledge many cattell being 
ficke do periſh and die: whereas ſuckneſſe and hurts are 
incident unto men divers wayes, even ſo it chanceth unto 
cattell, whereupon I thought it good ta take occaſion, for 
the love of my Countrey and Common wealth, to write 
ſomewhat, partly of the government of our-moſt uſed cat- 
tell, as Oxen, Kine, Calves, Horſes, Sheepe, Hogs, and 
ſuch like: with divers approved remedzes for them. Plain 
ly and perfectly ſet forth, to be underſtood of the unlear- 
ned husbandman, as of the learned Gentleman: ſhewing 
ſomewhat moreover for the bones ſetting ina beaſt: De- 
claring likewiſe the order. and. nature Hogs, with the 
uſe of dogs, and the cauſe of their madneſſe, with certain 
help againſt the litten cattel;and alſo to helpe many dogs, 
with divers approved wates to take. Moales in apy kind 
of ground. which thing ye [hall finde out in the Tables 
of the ſame by Alphabet,and number, divided into three 
books.Truſting (gentle Reader) thou wilt take all in good 
part, as is meant of the Author hereof, 
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Hou Husbandman that faine wouldſt know 
Some R emedies to finde, 
How for to helpe thy ſickly beaſt, 
To ſatisfie thy mind: 
Here maiſt thou learne plenty thereef, 
Thou needſt not farther go: |

The manner and way beſt for a man to 
tame his Oxen. 


F Irſt to uſs it beſt is this: ye Chall aſe fo handle pour 
Dren when they are poung bullocks and Calves , and 
Alſo uſe to tye them and to bind them to the (tall, ſo that 
hereafter it (hall not te painfull unto pon fo :sme them, 
no2 pet lo dangerous to kzulle them, as when they ware 
old. And pet J would not habe them tb be tamed befoze 
thzer peares, noz after five yearez: foz the one is to 
weake and tender, and the other to hard ans ſtrong to 
kame thoſe which ſhall ber taken teild and fierce ; ſe2 ye 
hal then ſ@11burt them. Tpere foze in boning them fir, 
ve (hal make peur doze large foz them to go in and out, 
and make a right camming into the hovſe (oz cruſhing one 
ansthcr. And alfo let pour falls bz boarded under their 
feet, «nd lihewiſe befaze them, art let the creſte btam aver 
their heads be of leben fot high, to tye up their heads if 
ned be. Pe Wall allo faftcn them firft terennto, and 
within a while after, pc Chal ſe to hmSle them p the hend 
and boznzs, and nſec to Water them in the ſtall : for be 
comming abzoad, thep twi!f#ke to bzeehe awap, and will 
noc rœld ja {onto the Kieper. Some do zoke them toge-

ther faz too dapes abzoad , pe ſbal likewiſe fake god h&d 
that one Oxt touch not another with their hozns : ſa with- 
in two ez th dayes that ps ſ them wax moze tame to- 
Wards the ebening pou may pꝛobe fo lead them fozth, ant 
to walk them halte à miles (pace oz mo2e, and ſo retarng a- 
gain? But firff pz muſt ſ to tie them ſo ſttaight, that 
they map not well ode their heads ; tho appzoach gent- 
ly, and gs befaze them, nat behinde then, z on their 
ſides: and ſpeake them fairs, and ſo actæ ame them to {@ 
and bchold their K#p:r 2 then rub thetr heads. and touch 
their noſttils and moz elo, (a that they may know and lle 
the ſcent ar their keper: and thus pe may uſe them all. Be 
ſhal alis waſh and ſp;inckle them with Mine, to make 
them moze tame and ſa millar with vou, and then put pour 
hand under their bollies, and betwixt their thighs , to the 
cad that when pe do touch them there, they flie not awap 
oz ſtrike. And uſe them thus, ttat po map at any time take 
from them flies, wozms, oz ticks. Then uſe fo be mozn 
neers (heir des, bat nat behinde, foz fears of a blow with 
their lat: and then aſe fo opcn thefr jaws, and take fozth 
their tongue, and rub the pallef of their mouth with ſalt : 
and nſe once o twice a peare fs gibe fhem a dzinke mixt 
with one pound of (alt gzeaſs melted, with thz& pintes 
of ale oʒ wine. And by training and n&ng them thas, pa 
may ſone make them take, ſo that pe may (on affer uſe 
them to the pake in coupling them with ſome other gentle 
ore, end lo tps them fo ſome k, 02 other thing, and then 
pe map ale them to the plough. But firſt uſs them is 
ſme light earth, foz the other map ſen fire , and ſo dull 
them, bzcanie their necks being pet bat (off and tender, 
wap lone be b2utfed and gaules with the bow and poke, 
(the esceh be berp hard, and thep *s then ace but tender 
aͤnb rude· And abobe all take he in taming a Ball, that he 
hurt you not with his hozns oz feet.

Foz the pong 
Ore (being never ls ſtabbozn) in remaſntag between the 
two old Oren they wil (it de be to flat?) conſtraine dim 
fodzaw, oz it be would hot fezward, thep will hold him 
back and ſtay him: ez if be would dzaw back, they will 
hold himfozwary: Aiſa iſ he would tte Fowne, the other

bozne ſrowat dne ſſe. Allo pi ke dini to wilos bullocks that 

hade not laboured be foze, and ſo let thein go poked loſe to- 
gether fo: too oz the apes , and ſo !hey will wax tame. 
And a little chaſfening after woll mike him indure ks la- 
bonr well: and ſome peng Oxen after tb ep be made tame 
and gentle, thep will war wearp , and lie den iu the fu 
row, and when 8np do fo, be ought not laddenly to be toz- 
rect ed and raiſed againe hp violence, but by ſame gentle 
means alffcralittler:(f, foꝛ de map lpe downe by ſoare 8= 
ther occaon, as ſcknes, ez kaintneſſe, either want of meat 
ano water, which will trouble Htin moze then the blows. 
When anp lie lo towne by Notbſuin+T:, ve (ha! binde falt 
his fat that he cannot riie to , ans le! bim ſo lye, and ſo 
he (hall be conſtcained thzcugh tung er end thirlt to leave 
bis wearp llothfalnt c, hic derb ſeldeme happen.

Alſo this is counted a gꝛeat fault 
in ſome kkepers of oxen, which wil have his ore rather fat 
then leane : where foꝛe to labour the body of a travelling 
Oxe oꝛ other he ought to be in a mean oꝛ gad ell ate, rather 
then fat, having his muſcles oꝛ ner ves ſtrongly made not 
charged with lat, which will but gzie ve them to labour 
when they are ſo. Thus J wil leave off their government, 
and ſpeak hereafter of diſeaſes, as if an Dre have water in 
his belly, ye (hall give him the juice of hemp leaves , mixt 
with water to dꝛinke, o2 the leaves of Elder tampt with 
ale 02 beere do purge by ſerdge, oz the rat ſod in old wine 

02 —— and given, is god to avoid water out ot the maw - 
and belly, N 


The remedies for certain diſeaſes in Oxen, Kine, 
and other cattell. 


Gall be ſmall p2ofit to the Buſbandman fogive his 

beaſt meat and know not how to help and keep them in 
health and ſtrength. Therefoze our Ancients did uſe, to 
give them quarterly of Lupin peaſon, with the ſ@ds of Cy- 
pres, by even poztion beaten together, and then f&ped all 
one night in water, and ſet in the open atre:which did uſe 
them ſo to k&p them ſafe from ſickneſſe. Alſo often times 
cattell will have a ſickneſſe which will make them deſtre 
to vomit and cough with poverty : the which ye may help 
by thzowing into his th2oat faſt ing, a raw hen egge, ſhell 
and all whole. Then on the moꝛrow, take bzutled railins 
With the Nalks, and mix it with wine oꝛ ale, and give it: 
92 of common garlick put into his eares. This is not one 
thing alone to help them, but there are divers others: as 
fo mire ſalt with their meat, And ſome do give them of 
mugwozt with ople 02 wine to d2ink, Others do give them 
the-rots of l&ks beaten with wine, o2 the ſeeds of firre« 
tree o2 frankinſence tree, and alfo the ſeeds ot Savin, oz 
Rue, to wake them d2ink it with wine 02 ale, and ſome 
do give them the herb called in Englich. white — , 
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in Latine Droftis,mired with bitter ſitche r. Some do give 
them a little of a ſerpents «kin beaten with wine. They 
do uſe alſo to beat wild time, ez ſavozy in ſweet wine, any 
ſo give it, which ts counted very g@d fo2 them. Likewiſe 
the ſea. Onion called Squilla in Latine;to be cut ſmall and 
loked in water and given to ſwallow it, All theſe oꝛ every 
of them when they are miniſtred, ought to be given 4 mis 
niſtred th2e& dayes together, a pinte oꝛ mo2e at once to a 
beaſt, which wil purge their belly, and tabe away the diſeas 
ſez and alſo doth renew them unto frength and health a⸗ 
gain, And among all medicine: the lex of olives to be gi. 
ven, ts a ſingular god medicine, mirt with as much water 
a s lees. Wherekoze it thall not be ill to accuſtome your 
cattell thus : ye ſhall firſt ſprinkle therewith gently their 
meat and then put a little thereof info their water, and at 
length ye may mix in their water a moe poꝛt ion thereof : 
and ſo give it unto them, and likewiſe among their meat: ſo 
thus ye may uſe to keep them continually in health as they 
did uſe them in times paſt. | 


The cauſe of peſtilence in Cattell. 


Me tauſes of peſtilence one thing is the chafing bf cat- 

tell: wherefo2e ye maſt not chate your cattell much in 
labour, ſpecially in ſummer, fo2 that doth beſides bzing 
unto them the flux of the belly oꝛ elſe an ague. Alſo ye ſhall 
neither let hogs no2 hens to enter info their alls: foz 
their dung being mixt with your cattels meat, will b2&ed a 
peſtilence at length and kill them. And eſpecially the dung 
of hogs doth bꝛerd a mul ren among cattell (the ſoner) in 
eating thereof : ik remedy be not ſon had, they will gzow 
to a murren, and die thereof, The remedies are theſe, ye 
mult by and by change their layer , and divide them inte 
many parts, and farr off trom thence. And alſo ſeparate 
the whole from the Fcke : fo2 one beaſt infected, will 
poyſon all the reſt in ſho2t time. Now when ye have chan- 
ged them into other parts, ye muff put them where mw 
other 


other beaſts do feed with them. to the end they to not infect 


other therein: and to overcome tht: peſttlent eviil ts to 


give thon medicines: therefoze thus ye may uſe them: ye 
ſhall take of wild carret called in Latine Daucus oꝛ wi de 
Parſaip.o2 ef gꝛsundſtll, oz of Angelicarots,o2 the rot of 
the ſea-holme named Eringion in Latin. with fennel-ſee>, 
t ſp2incile it with ſod wine, and fine wheaten meale, with 
hot water: mire them ſo together, and givs pour ficke cats 
tell d2ink thereof:then ſoon after ye ſhall make a dꝛink of 
Ciſſia. Mirrhe, and Frankincenſe, in like potion; mixt with 


as much bloud of the ſea Torcus, if ye can: then put altoge⸗ 


ther in a quart ot old wine and then ſquirt it into the ir no⸗ 
ſtrils Pe mutt minifter this medicine three dares toge⸗ 
ther, every day a third part. 

We have.ſaith he) found alſo a meete ſhozt medicine x 
a good, Wwh:ch is. the root called in Latine Conſiligo. in 
French Romeel, oz Pacedelion,in Engliſth I take it to be 
blacke Clebo2te, which is very good foꝛ all c ttell. Which 
root ought o be taken after this manner Pe muſt disge 
him out of the earth with pour le t hand. befoze the Sunn 
do r ile. foꝛ as they ſap when he is ſo taken thereby he hath 
the moze virtue, which ve muſt ufe in this ſoꝛt. Firſt. ye 
muſt boꝛe thꝛo igh a tircle of hoales with an awle oꝛ bodk'n 
of bꝛaſſe oꝛ K atine in the flap oʒ bzoadet part of the beaſts 
eare. But kirſt clip away the haire on both ſides thereof, 
ad the i boare vour hoales: ſo do ie then when vou ſce the 
bloud iſſue foꝛth like a round circle; ve ſhall the put into 


the ſaid holes of the fozeſaid root, cut in ſmail peces, And 


when it is within the fle ſu holes that beaſt hail incontte 
nently recover. and war frech and luſty againe. And ball 
not tali into the danger of the ſaid venemous diſeaſe : Foy 
the root will dꝛaw fozth all the venome at the ſaid holes in 
his eare. M ereby that part of the eare will rot a ad tall 
away, and bo the loſſe thereof ths beaſt ſhall eſcape 
and be ſaved. Corn hus Celſus, his courſell is this yee 


Gall put into their noſtrills ot Piltietos leaves — 
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with wine, but this muſt be dene, afſoone as your beafts 


begin to war fick, and then to ule every beaſt that is infes 
ed, as afozeſaid. 


For a beaſt that doth notlike, nor well digeft 
his meat. 


Hen a beaſt doth not digeſt his ment, the ſigne is 
| the rawneſſe in the ſtomack : and want of digs- 
ion is when he belcheth often,and his guts make a craw⸗ 
ling, his eyes will be charged with dꝛops, his ner ves and 
ſine ws will be hard and ſtiffe: which cauſe is, he doth not 
uſe to rub o2 lick himſelfe, The remedies are the le, ye 
{hall take nine pintes of warm water, and thirty Colwozt 
leaves a ltttle boyled. mix them with ſome vinegar and ſo 
make him to ſwallow it down, and all day after ye Wal let 
him eat nothing but that. Some do t ie him in the all and 
lay meat afoze him, ſo that he cannot eat thereot᷑: and then 
they take foure pound of the tops of lentiles, and the tops 


ol wilde olives , and beat them together with a pound of 


hony. and put thereto foure pints of water and then ſetteth 
it a night in the open aire, and on the mozrow give it him. 
and within an houre after they give him wild fares, oz 
fetches ſoked in water, but no d2ink : and this ye muſt do 
th:e dayes together tlil all the cauſe be taken away. Then 
if this doe not help his digeſt ion oz crawling of his guts 
and belly, which thing doth trouble him ſo, that he cannot 
eat his meat, and it maketh him to weep and complains 
and mourn, then let him not reſt long ina place, and alſo 
ik he lie on the earth ye ſhall remove his head often whers 
his taile was. Alſo this is a manifeſt remedy foy them: ye 
ſhall bind hard the upper part of his tatle next the bulk: 
ſo done, pe ſhall give him then a pint and a halfe of wine, 
mixt with a quarter of a pint of ople olive, « make him to 
Twallow it:and then lead himapace the ſpace of a mile and 


à halte. Then if the diſzaſe go not away ye ſLatl then ans 
noint pour hands with gzeale, butter, oz ole olive, and 


; dzaw 
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- dzaly fozth bis dung at his tundamenk, and make bis like- 
wiſe to runne a god ſpace alter. If this pzofit nof,ye (hall 
taks wide A2g5s dated, and all fo bzutſe them, then mixe 
them wth nine times ls much warme water, and ſo give 
tt unto him. Ik this pet helpe nat, pe ſhall then take twa 
pouuss of the leabes of myrts, then ſtampe them ad mixe 
them with thzwe pints of warme water, and ſo gide it wi:h 
ahoꝛne, but let him bloud firſt under the taple, and chafe 
him well afsze pe let him blond, to bl) the better: 4 When 
he bath tled (afficicntly, then op tt in, binding it about 
with the barke of ſome tr@, foz cloleneſce. Alla they ulo 
this remedy among the reſt, that is, to gibe nnts the beafT, 
th:& ounces of besten garitcke ina pint of wine oz moze, 
and then to dꝛibe and make bim to run a god while after.

AE thoſe which have a deſire Toz to bz&d Colts am 

Yozſes, they mult firſt make pꝛobiſton fo: the gay 

government thereof, and to have large paſtures. and to be 
meaſured in their meat, as well as other cattel; fz a hozſe 
doth ask a greater diligence to be meated and kept in the 
ſable,then other cattel.Mhere are th2& ſoꝛts cf hozſes; the 
fir ſt are to be nouriſhed young which are noble & excellent 
Foz the field and Tourney. The ſecond is foz carriage of 
burthens,as moyls and packhozſe, which are bought and 
fold foz that purpoſe,accozding to their goodneſs. Che third 
is, another (ozt of hozſes and mares of eaſte pꝛices, com - 
mon foz molt men, the which is of a meaner and ſmaller 
ſtature and fo2 the common ſozt are moſt neceſſary to tra» 
vel with, and alſo are better to fd and bzing up Foz to till 
the earth which muſt have alſo ker pers continually to ſa 
unto them in fielvs + paſtures as wel as in woods oz other 


- grounds,and to ktep them frompbangerons places of mires 


and bogs; and whereas they may have ſoft graſs and ſweet, 
as well as to be rank, high and great. They do ſuffer the 
Hozſes fo be with the mares in paſtures oz other grounds, 
and paſs not when they do cover the mares, not foz theſs 
ſozts of hozſes: but foz your large and great mares, they 
ought to be covered about Apzil oz Pay, and ſome do c0- 
ver in mid Parch, to the end the mares may foal abeut 
the lime time they were covered. having ready at the ſame 
time the tender graſs and herb to feed on; and ta have the 
hot and fair ſeaſen unto har vect, foz about the end of 12 
moneths after ſhe foaleth:and therefoze ye muſt with god 
adviſement put the hozſe unto the ware; foz he that keps 
thee ſozts of beaſts, muſt ſerve them at the ſame hour 
when they are defirous,oz when they enter into the fierce 
and hot deſire of the hoꝛſe, which is, (as Hippomancs ſaith) 
a venomg,becauſe it inflameth both men and beaſts, and 
to hate the like rage in love as the hoz'es and mares: Fo;

The Aﬀeg 
are commonly of a mouſe-dun coloured hair: But that is

There is 
no man that loves ſhæp, but will have a chief care of 
them to uſe and oꝛder them as they onght to be , conſiders 
ing all the comm:d{ties that come by them, and to keep 
their houſes clean and warm in winter, with their folds 
alſo well ſet and ozdered in ſummer. The ſhepheard ought 
fo be of god nature,wiſe, skilfuli countable. and right 
in all his doings wherein few are fo be found at this day, 
eſpect..lly in Uillages and Towns ; fo by their idleneſs 
and longreſt, they grow now to war ſtubbozn, and are 
given ( foꝛ the moſt part) to frowardneſſe and evil.moze 
then good p2zofit to their Buſters, and ill mannered,where- 
of bzzevs many a thevith condition. being pickers, Iyars, 
and ſtealers. and runners about from place to place, with 
many other infinite evils. Which contrary was in the 
firſt Q-pbeards of Egypt. and other in the ir time, foz they 
were the firſt inventers of Aftrologp , and judgment in 
f:rs, and finders out of Phiſick, augmenters et muſick, 
and many other liberal Sciences. 

I cannot tel whether J cught to foin the Art ofIknightf- 


god, and the government of Kingdoms, but vy their long 
cons 
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contingance in the fields and many years ſ&ing and view. 
ing out of their cabbins,by expertence obſerved the courſe 
of the ſtars, the diſyofition of times, æ by long uſe in mar,

to ſerve the table with many ſozt3 of delicate and ple:ſant 
meats In ſome countries their milk dothſerve inftead of 
furmenty,of which are the people of ©cithia. called No- 
mades, and alſo the Gzeeks do name them GalzRapores, 
that is to ſay, dzinkers of milk. And foꝛaſmuch as theſe 
cattel are tender and delicate, as Celius affirmeth, therekoze 
god heed mult be taken unto them koz ſickneſs, pet they 
are comonly in health, except at ſome times they are ſubs 
ject to murren,ſcab,oz peſtilence, in changing of grounds: 
therfoze they muſt be choſen agreeable to the nature cf the 
place where they ſhall remain, the which is a rule meet to 
bs obſerved and kept not onely in theſe cattell, but alſo in 
all other cattel of husbandzy.whereof Virgil ſaith ; 

All grounds tor all things are not good, 
Nor meet for all beafts to get their fob d. 

Fo2 the fat champain and paſture flelds are god tc 
nourith great ſheep in, . foz lean ſheep and hoggrels clo⸗ 
ſes, And ſheep well flecht, they shall do well in Fozrefts 
and Mountains, dzy places, and plain commons: and all 
ſevered cloſes are god & commodious to nourith all tender 
cherp, and to make them battle, and ſo to fat well.

Nevertheleſs, in coun' 
treys moiſt and windy, they were better to have the N ms 
with great and large hozns. then other without. vecauſe it 
doth ker p and defend the greateſt part of their head from 
the wind and ſtozms. | 

If that the Winter be very fo2my in thoſe countreys, 
they do chuſe thoſe Rams; but ik it be calm and gentle, 
they do take thoſe that have no hozns. Foz the hozned Ram 
hath this viſcommovity ; he feeleth by nature each part cf 
his body ſo well armed thut he deſt eth nothing but fo ftabt 
with others. And he is moze hotter after the Ews at all 
times and moze impoztunate then others, ſo that he will 
not ſuffer any Ram to cover any troup of E bos; and he will 
make war without cauſe againſt his fetlows, and will not 
permit and ſuffer them to cover any Ewe, although he can 
do no moze himſelf, and yet he will have all at his com⸗ 
mandement. 

But he which is withont hoꝛns, knoweth he is anarms 
ed, whereby he is not ſs re dy to fight. and is alſo of leſſe 
heat, therefoze ye may have the moze Rams. The god and Ram te cor- 
skilfall hepheard map cozrect the heat and fury of ſuch an rect. 
unſattable Ram by his ſubfilty; take a ſtreng board of a foof 
bzoad,and lil it full of ptkes of iron. and tie that board un- 
to h is his hozns, with the pikes towards his foꝛehead and 
this Hall keep him from hurting of others, koz in giving 
bis head a troke, he (hall hurt himſelf, 

E picarmus de Syracufis in S cilia, which hath diligently 
witten of the medicines fo2 cattel he ſaith One may aps 
pe.ſe oz abate the furꝑ of ſuch a Ram. in piercing his 
hezns by his ears (with a wimble oz piercer ) agaiuſt 
the placc whereas they do crook. Alſo the age of a N m 
to cover ts the belt at thze years, vnd he ſhall be nocd 
unto eigbt years: the Ews would be covered after two 
years and then they will be good five pears after, and the 
kevsnth year being once paſt then they begin to war weak, 
and will fail in getting lambs. Again, as J h*ve ſaid, 
don ſhall not buy ſheep __— noz make too great ac; 

count 
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count of them which have gray oz ſpotted wool st divers 
colours, foꝛ the uncertatnfy thereof : Chou ſhalt caſt them 
cff as the barren ſhep and alſs theſe which have moſt teeth, 
being of thzec years old Therefoze ye muſt chaſe thoſe of 
two years having a great large body, a long neck, and long 
derp weoll, not rough 02 ſtubboꝛn his belly great and large 
of vody covered all with woll, not to be uncovered in any 
part, oʒ ret (mall of ature, his gums ruddy his tecth white 
and even, his skin on the bzisket red, and on both ſides 
ruddp, his epe⸗ſtrings ruddy his fell loſe.his wooll faſt his 
bze.ith long, and his feet nat hot. Theſe are the chief fignes 
of a ſound ſh:ep. Signes of a rotten (ſheep are theſe : his 
belly full st water, his fat yellow, his liver (hill be knot⸗ 
ty, and full of bliſters, and if peu ſecth it, it will bzeak in 
pieces his ſides pale, his ers pale and dark, his gums white, 
and the wool will ſoon come off, if ye pluck a little thereof, 
Theſe are the ſignes of a retten ſheep oz unſound. 

Now foz to (ave and keep them: Ye ſhall underſtand, 
your cheep ⸗houles ought to be made lowe like unto a hogs 
{tye, and moze in length then in bꝛeadth warm foz winter, 
t not ſtraight of rooms foz fear of hurting the lambs paled 
and bozded on both ſides , and within the place a deſcends 
ing foz the urine and dung. It ſhall be alſo good to hang of 
Roemary , oz other (weet and ſtrong hearbs fo2 to take 
away oz kill the ſcent of their urine oz dung, It ſhall be 3l- 
ſo good to make and ſet the houſe open towards the dun at 
noon, and fo be well covered; foz theſe kind of cattle axe 
tender, and cinnot abide ane great cold. 

Pet although they are houſed, they are offentimes vercd 
with cold, as rheums, glanders, coughs, and ſach like, and 
ſo vered with cold in Winter, as well as with heat in 
Summer: and afeze oz about their bonſes, it were good to 
make a cloſe coat well and high fenced, ſo that they may 
map go fozth of their houſes in ſafety to refreſh them. An 
fheir racks to be made two fot high from the earth , wit 
rack-taves ſet nigh tegether of a gov length. And the 
Shepheard muſt (ſe that thep bee clean kept, and 1 — 

tha 
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that the racks do and faſt fo; hurting any of them. 
They muſk alſo be kept that they have no water, oz other 


moypſkure, and that there be pzepared Fearne oz dzy 


ftraw foz thoſe which have lambs to reſt moze cleaner and 
ſofter, and to ſee that the Rims go not to the Ewes, oz 
the Lambs: nozgo with any ſick Sheep oz other beaft ; 
and it is better to let the Lambs remain in the houſe, 
then ts go with their Dams a⸗ field. And g2od to let your 
beſt paſture remain foz your Ewes nigh your cheep heu⸗ 
ſes, The ſhepheard alſo ſhall often cleanſe the foddering 
places of his ſheep, and reſerve it to litter the Kine and 
Hoꝛſes, andſo to keep their houſes clean, whereby their 
health may be the better pꝛeſerved and ſo in any wiſe they 
be not hurt oz annoyed with filthy msiftare , fo2 they are 
tender and nice, and do love clean places. Ve muſt alſo 
ſee that they have good ſfoze of meat, foz hunger in them 
bzeedeth the murren.A ſmall ſtock well ncuriſhed,encrea- 
ſeth much moꝛe p2ofit unto their P. ſter, then others with 
twice ſo great a ſtock enduring hunger. And alſo the ſhep- 
heard mult often dꝛive them over changeable paſtures and 
grounds whereas there is ſcant of feeding, and withons 
th zns oz buthes, nſing after the authozity of Virgil, which 
ſatth by theſe Aerſes following:

Fo2 this ſame cauſe it is better to chuſe Autumn then 
the Spzing, as Celſus repozts by the pꝛof hereof;foz he ſaith 
it is moze meet foz theſe cattel to be made ſtrong befoze 
Soltticiu in the midſt of the moneth of June,whith is the 
longeſt day in ſummer , then befoze So ſticum ſn winter, 
which is in the midſt of the moneth of December. Anda. 
mongſt all cattel,theſe may moſt ea ſieſt be bzed in winter, 
if the country be not cold and wet. 


It yon have need to have many male lambs, Ariſtotle,

have an appetite. 

In Summer it ſhall be god fo have them under ſh1- 
dowte places 02 trees in woods, ta the end that by their re⸗ 
ſting they chall have the better appetite when they return 
unto their paſture again.and they may then dꝛink, where⸗ 

« by to feed the better, and alſs to avoid their (urfetts. In 
Winter ye muſt give them hay and fares in their racks to 
nouriſh them withal.

The Remedies and Medicines for Sheep and 


other Cattell. X 


7 as I have carefully wzitten of the diligence 
which they ought to have fog the pꝛeſerving and ke ping 
their beaſts in heolth. new J will declare how fo help them 
with medicines, which are grieved with any infirmity oz 
diſeaſe. Bow be it although I have ſpoken already of the 
molt part of them, J wil yet here repeat a few medicines 
foz great cattell.

And you muff lead them by 
little and little and not too hafttly,to the end by thetr ſoft go⸗ 
ing they be nof gricved, noz pet to flowly, but gently in a 
mean pacs:foz even as they muſt not be tozmented by too 
much haſf which are already wearp, and ansped with 
this diſeaſe : even ſo it is pzofitable to go meanly, neither 
to faſt, noꝛ yet too low, having ſtill exerciſe, and not to let 
them reſt oz lie. And when yon have }zought them unto the

Alſo their keper ought fo2 to be 
rough unto them, in giving them ſharp wozds, and to be 
diligent, pattent, not ang2y, and pet bold, fo2 to go with 
them th2cugh vallies on rocks and deſert places, though 
buſhes, ſhꝛubs, and ſuch like, and yet not alwayes to fol« 
low his heard, as the kepers of other cattell : But he 
dught to be alwayes beloꝛe his cattell, « to be moꝛe cares 
full of them then any other cattell. Foz theſe in feding, 
and bzouſing, 02 paſtur ing, do alwayes obey the bucks, in 
deſcending and in giving them place, and therefoze they 
muſt nieds be loked unto: when ſome do fit, loke that 
the other runne not here and there: but ſ& that they doe 

reſt peaceably and gently all at their own eaſe, to the 
end that the E wos having the gꝛeateſt teats and udders, 
— — thereby war leane, oz otherwiſe become evill oz 


The goats are nour iſhed almoſt ot nothing chargeable. 
Pet they bzouſe and fed wholely together as the ſhiep. « 
do climb up on mountaines againft the heat of the ſunne, 
with gꝛeater fozce then the ſhepe , and. they be of moze 
gzeater travell and ererciſe,and are moꝛe in ſrength and 
ſtouter of nature. Wherfoze our anceſtoꝛs did uſe them as 
they do yet in mountains and wilde places, which is coun⸗ 
ted molt meet fo2 them, and to have their houſes and go⸗ 
vernmeut as the ſherpe have, in putting the Buck apart, 
as they do the Rams: loꝛ they are in all things governed 
as the wp, and are much converſant with ſh&p in hou- 
ſing and paſfuring alike. 

But theſe kind of beaſts are not ſo met to be about 
honſes as ſhe&p, fo they are moze hurtfull to all manner 
ol hearbs and bees , therefoze they are moꝛe met foꝛ to be 
in rougher and barren gzounds, as buſhes, W ; 

taines, 
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taines and ſuch: And fome think it god, not to have in a 
troup 02 heard above fifty Goats , becauſe they will be 
ranging here and there and are foltth cattell and without 
care ſon hanged here and there. which are in moꝛe danger 
then the (beep : therekoꝛe it is moze painfull unto their 
keeper : Alſo let them not goe in cold places, foz cold is

A be like alto the goats although they be fat; and in god liking, fo 
much the ſoner they will have the peſtilente, and be caſt 
down all at once, and dye thꝛoughout all the heard except 
ve divide them: and when it ſo happeneth unto them, it is 
chielly by the abu dance of paſture 62 feding, Now when 
ſoe ver ye ſhal'ſe one o2 two ſo-faken with this diſeaſe, ye 
muſt let all the reſt bloud incontinent and ys (hal not let 
them feed all the days but kour hours and keep them tut 
cloſe in apen o2 ſuch like thing, and ſo ſee if any other do 
become flick ofthe fame oꝛ any other g2tef, then it is meet
